JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Wheat 
farm ers fortunate enough to salvage a good 
wheat crop this year will have trouble 
finding space to store that wheat, officials 
say. 
About 80 per cent of the storage capacity 
in the grain belt’s terminals, country 
elevators and on-the- farm bins is occupied, 
farm officials say. 
And farm ers as well as storers are facing 
the possibility that grain will lie uncovered 
on the ground for several weeks after 
sum m er harvest, risking deterioration. 
"Nobody has yet had the nerve, I guess, to 
push the panic button,” obser ed Roderick 
Turnbull, director of public affairs for the 
Kansas City Board of Trade, Last year 
there was a panic, he added, and it turned 
out not as bad as project'd. 
Even predictions of lower yields from the 
parched Midwest because of severe drought 
conditions and bitter winter have not 


swayed the concern of the grain officials. 
They say the bumper crops of 1975 and 
1976 coupled with a slowdown in the wheat 
exported and a relatively low market price 
for wheat have kept the stocks full. 
" It’s just a helluva jam m up," says Bill 
Theis of Simonds- Shields- Theis Grain 
Company in Kansas City. If the winter 
wheat crop is aided by ideal growing 
weather this spring, he added, "w e’ll have a 
tough time finding a place for all of it." 
Theis, whose company operates country 
elevators, is optimistic, though 
"W e’ll handle it,” he said. "You always 
get through. I can remember when we had 
grain on the ground piled around the 
elevators in those country towns.” 
The wheat crop is the main storage 
concern for grain officials; the carryover of 
soybeans and corn from last year’s harvest 
has been minimal. 
"Some way we managed to get it all under 


cover last year,’’ Turnbull said. "I think 
there’s the half feeling this year that maybe 
a miracle will happen again.” 
Last year at this tim e.the 81- million 
bushel capacity of the Kansas City Board of 
Trade elevators was about half full. Last 
week, the same elevators were 80 per cent 
full, Theis said. 
When the bins near capacity, Turnbull 
noted, the problem becomes one of location 
An elevator in western Kansas with space, 
for example, can’t be of much help to a full 
eastern Missouri elevator. 
Those kinds of problems will be among 
those discussed when m em bers of the board 
of trade meet with railroad officials on April 
28 in Kansas City to plan strategy for get­ 
ting the Midwest's wheat crop under cover 
this summer. 
"Usually, about right now, farm ers are 
clearing out their bins in anticipation of the 
June crop," Theis said, "There’s just no 


place to move it right now — we couldn’t get 
a bushel of space in the terminals if we 
wanted to "

FBI’S SPRING 
CLEAN-OUT 
It will be like old home week at FBI headquarters in 
Washington come May 22. The first of two 200-man task 
forces of field agents will arrive to begin a six-month, 
multimillion- dollar effort to dig the bureau out of an 
avalanche of paperwork generated by the Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Acts (FOIPA). 
Even with an increase of the bureau’s FOIPA staff 
from eight to 375 since 1974 and the lossing of 20,063 hours 
qf overtime through last August, “we haven’t been able 
to bail out the boat fast enough to keep pace with the 
massive waves of requests,’’ says FBI director Clarence 
M. Kelley. 
Well, if the Smithsonian Institution is the nation’s attic, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation has to be the nation’s 
wastebasket except that most people empty their 
wastebaskets periodically. While the vaster proportion of 
the FBI’s bulging store of records is, one trusts, useful 
•and necessarily classified information, a lot of it is so 
much junk that should never have been collected in the 
first place. 
At any rate, the preponderance of FOIPA requests 
apparently has been coming from people who at one time 
' or another have been involved in anti- Vietnam or similar 
unpopular activities and who are curious to know just 
what the FBI has on them in its files. A number of them 
have complained that the materials they received were 
heavily censored or so blotted or smeared as to be 
• illegible. 
; The FBI would be doing itself and the country a favor if 
it would just bundle up this kind of stuff in toto and 
dispatch it to the requester with a note saying, “Please, 
please, don’t send this back.” 
The bureau will never miss it. As Kelly points out, each 
day 8,000 FBI agents throughout the nation are recording 
the results of their investigations, thus generating plenty 
of new records for future Freedom of Information 
requests.

Few civil servants have jobs 
as punishing and tension- ridden 
as those of the 24,000 air traffic 
controllers who keep the air­ 
ways orderly and safe. And each 
year the load increases as the 
nation’s airports handle more 
landings and takeoffs. 
It is absurd, therefore, for the 
Civil Service Commission to 
treat the controllers as ordinary 
civil servants in their current 
dispute over pay. The con­ 
trollers want salary increases, 
especially for men working the 
busiest 
airports, 
such 
as 
Chicago’s O’Hare. The com­ 
mission staff has countered with 
a proposal to shuffle existing 
classifications in a way that 
would provide some raises but 
cut the pay of 6000 controllers. 
The union is threatening a work 
slowdown if this proposal is 
adopted. 
Even a brief slowdown would 
cost airlines more than the 
$10,000,000 in extra annual pay 
that 
the

demanding. But more im ­

staff proposal would underrate a 
group of jobs that are vital to 
safe, efficient air transportation 
in this country. By doing so, it

WASHINGTON- One federal 
investigator, musing over the 
ghastly “hit” of the century, 
wondered aloud about one of the 
late Jimmy Hoffa's organizers 
who sent flowers to decorate the 
grave of Lee Harvey Oswald, 
Jack Kennedy's executioner.

Nursing hom e regulation dead 


this session in Missouri Legislature

While bills introduced in the 
Missouri legislature to tighten 
nursing 
home 
regulations 
have been stalled or killed, the 
fight to change nursing home 
laws continues. 
The last major revision of 
nursing home laws occurred 
in 
1967, with only minor 
changes being adopted since. 
The laws can be altered to 
some degree by the Division of 
Health, but major changes 
came only through legislative 
means. 
The first nursing home bill 
decided this session would 
have required every state 
nursing or boarding home to 
be inspected at least four 
times yearly. 
The bill was introduced by 
Sen. J. B. “Jet” Banks, D-St. 
Louis, in response to a state 
auditor’s study that showed 
the state did not inspect some 
nursing 
homes even once 
while others were inspected 
several times. 
After an amendment was 
passed that changed the bill's 
wording from “shall inspect” 
to 
“may 
inspect,” 
Banks 
killed the bill quietly 
by 
placing it on the informal 
calendar. 
Rep. Phillip Scaglia, D- 
Kansas City, introduced two 
bills that would establish a 
“resident’s bill of rights” in 
nursing and boarding homes. 
Both bills have apparently 
died in committee — to the 
great chagrin of Scaglia who 
says, 
“ they 
(com m ittee 
m em bers) 
obviously 
are 
trying to kill them." 
But Rep. Judith O’Connor, 
D-Brighton, chairperson of the 
House Public Health Com­ 
mittee which is handling the 
bills, says that no effort has 
been made to kill them.

New method of harvesting 
white blood cells simpler 


SARASOTA, Fla. (AP) - A 
safe, simple, inexpensive meth­ 
od of harvesting white blood 
cells needed to save the lives of 
thousands of cancer patients 
has been developed by a Penn­ 
sylvania doctor. 
The technique can get billions 
more of a donor’s white blood 
cells than the previous method 
and can be used safely in any 
hospital or blood bank, said its 
originator, Dr. Isaac Gjerassi, 
a blood specialist with Mercy 
Catholic Hospital in Darby, Pa 
It is a development of “the 
first order of significance’’ said 
Dr. Frank J. Rauscher Jr., sen­ 
ior vice president for research 
of 
the 
American 
Cancer 
Society. 
Some 
persons 
undergoing 
treatment 
for 
cancer 
need 
white blood cell transfusions 
because anti-cancer drugs often 
disable a body’s machinery for 


making the cells, which fight 
infections. 
Current harvesting of the 
cells requires machines costing 
$17,500 to $40,000. A donor is 
hooked to the system, which 
can separate white cells and re­ 
turn the red blood cells to the 
donor. 
Perhaps 
100,000 
cancer 
patients a year need this white 
cell protection, but only a small 
percentage 
get 
it, 
Gjerassi 
said. Easy availability of the 
cells also could permit wider 
use of effective anti-cancer 
drugs, he added. 
In addition, the process could 
be important for persons whose 
white cells were depleted by 
other diseases or for persons 
receiving transplanted organs 
and taking drugs that affect 
natural defenses against in­ 
fections. 
Gjerassi explained the sys­ 


tem this way: 
A pint of blood is taken from 
a donor. The blood is spun in a 
centrifuge that pulls out plasma 
and the platelets that help 
make blood clot. 
Then the remaining red and 
white cells are suspended in a 
saline solution along with a 
starch that acts as a plasma 
expander. This mixture is let 
alone for 10 to 15 minutes. Red 
cells gravitate to the bottom of 
the container, while white cells 
float to the top. 
The red cells are drained and 
mixed with the plasma, pre­ 
viously recovered, and trans­ 
fused back into the donor. This 
person, enriched again with red 
cells, immediately can donate 
another pint of blood. 
The white cells taken off the 
top of the solution are ready to 
aid cancer patients, Gjerassi 
said.
